Pittsburgh, April 7 —(AP)— 


Heeding demands of union lead- 
ers to stay away from mines un- 
til safety conditions, about halt 
of the nation's 400,000 bituminous 
miners remained idle today after 
elapse of the six-day mourning 
period for the Centraha, 111., mine 
tragedy. 


The situation was roughly 200,- 


000 miners idle and 200,000 back 
at .work. 


In the vital Pittsburgh produc- 


tion district coal output was but 
25 percent of normal. 


Production was likewise low in 


other big coal areas. A compara- 
tively few mines were operating 
in West Virginia, leading coal pro- 
ducer, which had about 90,000 men 
idle. 


Eastern Ohio mines were closed 


and a United Mine Workers offi- 
cial expressed belief Ohio's deep 
mines, employing 15,000 to 16,000 
would remain shut until fedeial 
reinspection. 


17,000 Idle In Illinois 


In Illinois, about 17,000 of 20,- 


000 United Mine Workers \vere 
idle, but almost all of the 11,000 
Progressive Mine Workers there 
worked. 


About 50 percent of Alabama's 


20,000 miners reti'med to work. 
The mine shutdown was reported 
"almost complete" m districts of 
Kentucky, including Harlan, as 
well as Tennessee and Virginia.

They 
stamped Christmas cards and gift 
packages with the famous "Santa 
Claus" postmark, and 
answered 


every letter written by children. 


Phillips, a former 
blacksmith 


farmer and state highway depart- 
men employee, 'became postmas- 
ter in 1935. after the death 
of 


James Martin, who first earned 
the title of "Santa Claus" of San- 
ta Claus, Ind. 


Martin was a. ruddy-faced jolly 


man who actually resembled San- 
ta. But Phillips seldom played St. 
Xick in person. He had a sallow 
complexion, 
and while he 
was 


slightly stout, he couldn't fill out 
a Santa Claus suit without a few 
pillows for stuffing. 


But the children flocked to Phil- 


lips anyway. 
He often bought 


them candy and ice cream at 
Easter or Christmas. Hie own 
five children found great delight 
in tlie fact that their father was 
Santa Claus" chief ghost writer.

postoffice from 
Nov. 1 


through Christmas 
every 
year 


that Phillips and the American 
Legion co-operated in a plan - to 
answer the flood of mail.

The speech on American aid to 


Greece and Turkey by our UN 
representative. Warren Austin, was 
a persuasive denial that President 
Truman had bypassed the United 
Nations in this matter. His point 
was that Mr. Truman's action had 
simply passed ttte UN—passed it 
as a modern fire truck would over- 
take and pass a handdrawn horse- 
cart on the way to a fire. 
- Perhaps some will wish that the 
fire truck had sounded its siren 
a. little louder at the moment of 
passing. But the fact remains that 
the President was convinced that 
a fire had started and fearful that 
it might get out of hand. 
. J.tr. -Austin's explanation of all 
this said nothing' new. In fact, by 
omitting- reference to the military 
aspect of the President's program, 
he said somewhat less than Mr. 
Truroan. Nevertheless, he gave a 
clear, reasonable and conciliatory 
review of the situation calculated, 
to reassure his own country and 
those nations represented at Lake 
Success. 


The fact is, however, that the 


UN commission In Greece has been 
there for some three months. It 
has not yet started to write its 
report The situation on the Greek 
borders remains tense. Greece has 
been living largely on British funds 
and Britain no longer can afford to 
foot the bill. 


As Mr. Austin pointed out, the 


International Bank is 
not 
yet 


functioning-, and Greece might not 
be considered a good credit risk if 
it -were. Further, there is the 
recommendation of the UN's Food 
and 
Agriculture 
Organization, 


which Mr. Austin quoted, that 
Greece apply to the United States 
for funds for essential food and 
other imports.

But this action movement also 


denounces fascism so it cannot 
mean that. 


Actually it could mean slavery 


of nearly any kind. Slavery has 
been maintained in varving de- 
grees on the principle generally 
that it was not only compatible 
witt, fbut necessary for the free- 
dom, 'justice and security of the 
enslavers. 


A proper explanation 
of the 


movement probably is that it is 
entirely disillusioned ideologically 
and does not know what freedom 
is. This is plausible as its leaders 
are officials let go because their 
theories did not work satisfactor- 
ily, • and they in turn are part of 
a larger new deal group which at- 
tempted to appease an unwilling 


world into oneness. Now that their 
ideas have proved 
unworkable 


they wish still to be politicians but 
cannot find an issue which might 
be made popular, and really have 
vague and confused ideas about 
liberty and liberation. 


They are like the furrier who 


painted signs on the street cor- 
ners asking "Zit—what is it"? 
intending to furnish the answer 
(the address of his place of busi- 
ness) a few days later. The only 
difference is these people do not 
yet even know the answer.

Their confusion about personal 


liberty sounds as foolish as a 
character impersonating Jefferson 
in a movie last week who said: 
"Ah, he is". Liberty 
actually 


means the right to laugh at such 
a definition of freedom. What he 
said simply was not true. 
You 


are not necessarily as good 
as 


another man. You aie mure apt 
to be worse, or better, in any giv- 
en line. Few people actually are 
born equal. All the Constitution 
means is that people are born 
equaJ before the law. that justice 
shall be equally dispensed, not by 
warfare of class against class — 
or that "I am as good as you". 
Jefferson wrote a basic law, not 
a treatise on psychology or relig- 
ion. He really only said: I have 
the legal right to be "as good as 
you"!

are born rich or poor, 


crippled or whole, intelligent or 
dull, slow or fast. The ireedorn 
guaranteed them is freedom of 
their persons, their right to make 
their way, freedom of their prop- 
erty, their intellect and being.

Mine Coal in Utah 


for Needy People 


Orange\'ille, Utah —(AP)—Half 


a dozen men daily descend into 
a bituminous coal mine near here 
and dig out 100 tons of fuel which. 
is distributed to the needy. 


The men. who are sometimes 


augmented by other miners in the 
area, get no pay for coal mining. 
They are regular welfare workers' 
of the Latter Day Saints (Memor- 
ial) 
church. 


The mine, one of numerous wel- 


fare projects operated by 
the 


church, was recently modernized, 
to step up production. A dieael 
power unit was purchased, taken 
apart, and carried up the 
steep 


mountain slope to the mine en- 
trance, and reassembled. 


A trolley, wire system

much discussed four minute mile? 


"Is it possible?" we asked. "I'm 


sure it's possible." was the reply— 
this from the man who ran the all- 
time fastest indoor mile. 


"Most runners now in competi- 


tion are capable of doing- it. 
The 


limitation'-is mental not physical. 
For instance, when I begran running 
they told me 'nobody would ever 
clip -Faavo-NurmJ's 4:10.-i mark. 


"I was able to do it. You can.do 


anything you believe in. Confidence 
plays a big part I believe if that 
fact is planted in the minds of our 
young- runners you'll eventually see 
that four-minute dream come true. 


"L won't single out a particular 


runner because anyone is liable to 
do it—if lie has plenty of the old 
\.lir to win and the conditions are 
right." ' 


As for Cunning-ham, his spiked 
Glenn Cunningham 


shoes are destined to remain in die closet. "I don't plan to do anv 
more running-," the well-built athlete and Methodist minister declared 
"It was a lot of fun and I enjoyed it for 13 years but it was also 
hard work." 


From 1934 through 1939 he earned a terrific load, running stead- 


ily 12 months each, year as well as studying at New York university 
and Kansas U. He also held down a job after school. Weekend trios

.Washington, April 7 —(AP)— 


Bitter, historic-debate begins this 
week in the senate 
on United 


States aid' for Greece and Tur- 
key. 


The senate seems sure to ap- 


prove ;. this American adventure 
which is-a» new foreign policy. 


Simply1, stated, it is this: 
:To 


stop the spread of communism 
where we can and as we can, 
starting now. 


The'reality behind the move at 


thisftime, brushing aside all vague 
words ' and double 
down to this: 


1: We have the atom bomb now 


and we're the strongest nation 
now. By acting now, we may be 
able to stop the spread of com- 
munism. 


2. Russia, lacking 


still, suffering from World War 
II, may not feel strong enough 
to oppose us vigorously right now. 


3. If communism spreads and 


Russia grows stronger, develop- 
ing- her own bomb, it may be too 
late for us to act later. 


-Wait May Be Fatal 


In short: Do we act now when 


we can or wait until perhaps we 
can't? 


President Truman, 
who says 


"we much take a positive stand", 
has asked congress to vote §400,- 
000,000 for Greece and Turkey. 


Both countries have asked us 


'for help although both countries 
are a long way from having the 
kind of democracy we have. 


But Turkey, with a big army, 


is prepared to resist pressure from 
Russia. Greek 
Communists are 


trying to overthrow the Greek 
government. 


Our money and military sup- 


plies will help the Greek govern- 
ment crush its Communists and 
the Turks stand up against Rus- 
sia. 


If Greece goes Communist and 


Turkey yields to Russian pressure 
Russia will dominate eastern Eu- 
rope and the Mediterranean 
and 


the Middle-East. 


George Blasts Russia 


Mr. Truman and our statesmen, 


who have to deal with Russia, 
haven't hit directly at Russia in 
so many words. 
> 


But Senator George, Georgia 


Democrat, can afford to be more 
blunt. He is. He says: 


"If 
unchecked, Russia will in- 


evitably overrun Europe, extend 
herself into Asia, and

grown steadily worse. 


I've been studying this volcanic 


situation ever since its inception, 
much of the time at close range, 
and believe that psychologically it 
has deteriorated so much that the 
Jews and Arabs probably never 
would accept any British decision. 
Some observers hold that Britain 
and America together might have 
succeeded in settling the issue a 
year ago, but even that possibility 
no longer seems to exist. 


Still, the position isn't without 


hope. If the United Nations can 
evolve a program . which will be 
acceptable to world opinion as 
represented in the organization, 
then the Arabs and Jews are more 
likely to accept it.
